REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

Dennis Intermediate School, a school with the community at heart, continued to strive
towards academic excellence. We continued our commitment to providing an
environment that is conducive to a high quality of teaching and learning. With increased
collaboration between faculty, parents, students and the community, we embraced the
One Band, One Sound mantra as we Roared toward Success! A new mission
statement, with input from stakeholders, was adopted this school year.

Our list of many accomplishments for the 2005 - 2006 school term included an overall
increase in the number of students scoring Basic and above on the Palmetto
Achievement Challenge Test (PACT) in the area of Math. Dennis Intermediate School
successfully met the criteria to continue to be recognized as an accredited school by the
Southern Association of Colleges and Schools (SACS). Mrs. Shirley Sands, a fifth grade
teacher, is a Fulbright Scholar recipient and will travel to Japan this summer. Our
part-time school-level Parenting Coordinator was successful in implementing a Parent
University that provided parenting workshops/credit for attendees. The program
coordinator also implemented many activities to promote parent participation. Students
were recognized for their accomplishments in the following areas: Citizenship, Perfect
Attendance, Benchmark Busters, Reading Counts, Honor Roll and Academic Challenge
Bowl winners. Our Title | Night of Family Learning (NFL Nights) Workshops provided
parents with a wealth of information to assist their children in reaching their highest levels
of academic achievement.

Students were involved in other activities that promoted academic excellence and
character building such as Katrina Victims Campaign, Ladies of Distinction, Pennies for
Patients, Gang Awareness, Personal Awareness (A Small Group Counseling Program),
and our After-School Homework Center. Teachers and paraprofessionals worked
collaboratively to promote academic excellence by using standards-based curriculum
guides, administering PACT-like benchmark tests, participating in staff development
activities, planning in grade-level team meetings, providing hands-on activities in all
content areas and participating in a variety of workshops. Our school is the only school
in the district to have an online benchmark test scoring system. This system allows
teachers to use data to make informed, researched-based decisions about instruction. A
new assessment system, Measures of Academic Progress (MAP), was implemented
district-wide. This system is closely aligned with the state standards and provides
individual and class data. An emphasis was placed on reading/writing across the
curriculum and a monthly school-wide Time to Write was sustained.

We will continue to demonstrate a committed effort towards living out our school’s
mission, vision and values, improving student achievement, and continuing efforts
towards accomplishing our school's goals. Our 2006 - 2007 school year promises to be
one of continued growth and success.
